They Are Saie Among N umerous 
Friemlá There. 


EASY TO EVADE CAPTERE. 


Aided and AbeUed by a Sin ret iiuibi. 
Which Includes Men of AiJ 
Classes. 


Only in the United Stales can be 
found a nation within a nation, and 
that nation practica lly without g ov­ 
ernment. 
In the Indian territory 
the strong man is the law, and the 
anarchist, finds his el\sium, 
if he 
can find happiness in a land where 
the weak are subject to tlie strong, 
where individual will is 
supreme, 
where property may be accumula ted 
by one and taken possession of by 
another. 
Being the home of such 
outlaws as the Da ltons, the Cooks, 
the 
Bills, 
witli 
such 
prefixes 
as 
‘‘Cherokee,” 
“ Cra sshopper,” 
“ Wild,” and other equally expres­ 
sive 
appellations, 
the 
world has 
come to believe that the little gangs 
of outlaws are the real rulers 
and 
that the citizens are terrorized by 
their presence. 
The frcciuent train 
robberies in which these men figure 
conspicuously are supposed to be 
the work of despera does, 
who are 
speedily hunted down, some killed, 
some captured and the bands broken 
up. 
When 
thus 
dispersed 
those 
who ha ve any interest in or through 
the territory believe the depreda ­ 
tions are at an end, awaken from 
their security only to find another 
band more formida ble than the one 
last broken up. 


T H E DALTONS. 
When the Da ltons inva ded Coffey- 
ville and the leader and several of 
his followers were killed and another 
wounded and captured, it was be­ 
lieved that order had been restored 
and la wlessness forever put down. 
Only a few weeks, however, 
and 
Cook 
appeared 
upon 
the scene, 
trains were held up, 
stores robbed 
and all the deviltry of the past was 
repeated and continued in spite of 
all tlie efforts of the United States 
marshals and 
the 
Indian 
police, 
supposed to outnumber the despera ­ 
does fifty to one. 
Sometimes the 
man hunts that followed these train 
attacks resulted in 
the 
killing or 
capturing of two or three men and 
the esca pe of others, but even this 
poor show of protection seldom fol­ 
lowed. 
There is a reason for all 
this that the public does not seem 
to understand. 


l^ROTECTKD LY A S ECRET GUILD. 
It has been openly asserteil that 
there 
is 
a 
guild in 
the territory 
numbering over i,ooo persons, and 
believed 
by 
many 
to number 
over 
2,000, 
which 
protects 
the 
actve 
participants 
in 
train 
robberies 
and 
other 
lawless 
deeds, and which shares in the pro­ 
ceeds accruing from the “ work” of 
the more reckless members. 
This 
guild includes farmers, cattlemen, 
hunters, 
railroad 
men, 
telegraph 
operators, 
India ns 
and 
business 
men who are sup])osedly engaged in 
honorable occupa tions. 
The mem­ 
bership includes men in northern 
Texa s and soutliern Kansas, espec­ 
ially in the branch or section co m ­ 
posed of railroad men and telegraph 
operators. 
The movements of trains 
are reported and the probable con­ 
tents of the bagg age and express 
cars given, as well as the prepa ra ­ 
tions 
for 
resisting 
attack. 
The 
movements of pursuing parties are 
always known, and every contem ­ 
plated a ction by honest officials for 
the suppression of 
lawlessness is 
known to the despera does before it 
is made. 
This would indica te that 
many of the deputy marshals are in 
leag ue with the guild, if, indeed, 
they are not a ctive members, 
as 
some are known to ha ve been in the 
past. 
The farmers in the territory, who 
are principally “ squavv m en,” men 
with India n 
wives, 
or “ renters,” 
very seldom refuse to aid the active 
members of this guild, and never 
g ive reliable informa tion concern­ 
ing them. 
An old farmer who has 
been in the Indian territory twenty- 
seven 
years, who has 
halt-blood 
children and 
three-quarters-blood 
grandchildren, in an interview with 
^ the New York 'I'imes correspondent, 
stated clearly the position of the 
farmers as to their connection with 
the outlaws who have given such an 
unsavory reputation to the territory. 
He said; 


ASSISTED T H E GAN<L 
“ I have known the Da ltons, the 
Cooks, (Mierokee Bill and others lor 
many ) ears. 
They ha ve been fed 


at my house more times than I can 
remember, 
and probably will be 
many times more. 
I am not the 
kind 
of man to refuse them a ny­ 
thing they want. 
A 
neighbor of 
mine did this once and he is now 
in his grave, where he went within 
a few hours after his refusal. 
I am 
not anxious to follow his exa mple 
and meet his 
fate. 
Besides this, 
when they arefiush they pay well for 
ad 
they 
get, 
sometimes four or 
five 
times 
w’hat 
it 
is 
worth, 
so we do not lose when 
we 
take 
care of them for 
nothing. 
They 
never injure us in any way. 
Some­ 
times they need a horse and lake it, 
but when they do they 
or some 
other persons give us half a dozen 
head of stock for every head taken. 
They make liberal presents to our 
wives and « .Uiidren and have always 
been 
go >ti friends 
to 
us. 
Why 
shouldn't we stand by them? 
'Fheir 
friendship 
mea ns 
our prosperity, 
and their enmity means our death 
and the outraging of our wives and 
daughters.
